CLOSE SUCCESSFUL SEASON 


Royal and Select 


Masons in Meeting 


Grand Illustrious Master Hiram F. 


Hutchings and suite were present 
last Friday evening at the special 
convocation of Azusa Council, Boyal 
and Select Masters, in the Masonic 
temple, when the master degree was 
conferred on four sections before a 
large audience of San Gabriel valley 
members of the Masonic fraternity.

Total gross returns of more than 


$13,000,00 to its growers during the 
season just plosed were reported by 
the Mutual Orange Distributors at 
its annual meeting in Bedlands, Nov. 
20, according to word brot back by 
J. G. Hodges, manager of the Golden 
Orange Groves. The local house is 
affiliated with the M. O. D., and Mr. 
Hodges was one of the representa- 
tives from this district at the meet- 
ing.High points in the report, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hodges, are that the M. 
O. D. shipped during the last year 
9985 carloads of citrus fruits, with 
total gross returns to growers, $13,- 
103,683.99, and with a, total cost for 
all "operations, but 11.3 'cents' the 
packed box. The M. O. D. also rebat- 
ed its growers $201,624.19, or an 
average of 5% cents the packed box 
on all fruits it handled. Of the sum 


rebated, $81,708.75 is represented in 
the rebate for shook purchases made 
thru the supply department of the 
M. O. D. 


Steady growth of the organization 


is shown in the report of C. P. Ear- 
ley, general manager of the M. O. D. 
The concern ended its season with 
2235 acres more fruit than it han- 
dled last year, and it shipped 4191 
more carloads than in 1927-28. 


"In fave of the added difliculty 


arising out of the nature and size of 
the crop, the M. O. D.," stated Mr. 
Barley, "was able to distribute its 
output at a total cost qf 11.3 cents 
the packed, box, which includes all 
expenses of every kind incurred dur- 
ing the year. And also, as far as we 
are able to' ascertain, this represents 
the lowest total charge levied by 
any similar citvus marketing group 
in California."

In order to relieve the inevitable 


congestion on Citrus avenue in Co- 
vina during the shopping days in 
December, arrangements are being 
made to divert the all-day parking 
to a vacant, lot behind Nash's drug 
store on Badillo street, and to the 
side streets such as School, Italia and 
College.

Merchants' association, both have 
been discussing this problem this 
week. Particularly is it urged that 
every merchant and his employees 
remove their own cars from Citrus 
avenue, and either park in the alley 
in the rear of the p'/'sre of business, 
or on a side street, or in the vacant 
lot mentioned.

It is 
possible that signs will be erected 
next week requesting all citizens to 
observe the two-hour parking law, 
but no plan of enforcing the ordin- 
ance is advised. 


Citizens will find it much to their 


advantage to park in the vacant lot 
or side street, it was pointed out. 
Merchants, by subjecting themselves 
to a little inconvenience, can help 
very •materially in relieving the con- 
gestion, which is a matter in which 
they are vitally interested, or aheuld 
be, it was said.

Definite abandonment of the project to build a high concrete 


dam at the forks site in San Gabriel canyon, is seen in the denial 
this week of the application of the Los Angeles flood control 
district for permission to continue construction, as contained 
in the report of State Engineer Hyatt. A special committee of 
geologists, acting for the state engineer, has unanimously con- 
demned the site as unsafe, and upon this report the state engin- 
eer has refused permission for construction. This decision fol- 
lows the recent condemnation of the site by other geologists 
and engineers, which caused cessation of work on the structure. 


The committee recently was ap- 


pointed by Hyatt' as a 'consulting 
board under authority of the dam 
inspection law enacted by the 1929 
Legislature as an aftermath of the 
St. Francis dam disaster in Los An- 
geles county. It is the first major 
application to be denied under the 
new law. 


In 'a joint report filed with Hyatt 


the consulting board declared that 
the proposed San Gabriel dam, a 
gravity concrete structure, 500 feet 
high and capable of storing 240,000 
acre feet of water, could not be 
built safely on the foundation exist- 
ing at "the forks" site. 


SUGGESTION MADE 


However, the committee expressed 


the opinion that a dam of flexible 
type, such as an earth, and rock fill 
structure of'conservative proportions, 
could be built safely at "the forks" 
site. The board says that material 
storage capacity could be obtained 
by such a dam. 


"Disapproval by the State of the 


application," said Hyatt, "is with- 
out prejudice to the right of the 
county to file any new application 
•for a dam at this- or any other site 
that the county may wish to submit. 


"It means simply that the State 


finds that 50Qifoot concrete dam 
if built on the foundations at this 
location would not be safe and this 
particular application is disapprov- 
ed." 


In its report to Hyatt the con- 


sulting board declares that its. con- 
clusion is based on the co-ordinated 
studies of engineering and geologic 
data as developed by personal in- 
spection of the site and considera- 
tion of all other available informa 
tion. 


The board consisted of Charles P. 


Berkey, geologist of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York; George D. Lou- 
derbaek, geologist at tte University 
of' California, Berkeley; Ira A. Wil- 
liams, consulting geologist, Port- 
land, Ore.; <J. A. Elliott, engineer of 
-the Spring Valley Water Company, 
Bah 'Kranciseo; M. C. Hiuderlider 
dolorado State .Engineer, aad j. •!» 
Savage, chief designing engineer of 
the United States Bureau of Bee 
lamation. 


The consulting board's 
report 


which, says that the San Gabriel dam 
would be 135 feet higher than any 
existing dam of its type, follows 
in part: 
'"The natural conditions in the 
San Gabriel Mountains are much 
more complex than is usually appre- 
ciated. Although certain general 
geologic features prevail, each dam 
site" is a problem in itself and de 
mands special study and handling. 


"The rocks of this site and vicin 


ity are ancient crystalline types, in- 
cluding granite and dioritic gneisses 
and occasional schists, all cut by va- 
riety of igneous intrusions, includ- 
ing granite, aplite, diorite, dibase, 
basalt and porphyrites. The result 
is a crystalline complex, whose de- 
tailed history is long, and involved, 
but whose 'character and 
quality 


•would be eminently satisfactory for 
any engineering structure if the 
rocks had not undergone deforma- 
tion and decay. 


•' The rock complex is cut through 


in every direction by faults and slips 
aad crush-zones that have separat- 
ed the mass into blocks of varied 
size and shape, most of which are 
comparatively small 
and 
roughly 


wedge-shaped or lenticular. No por- 
tion of this site or imediately adja- 
cent ground is free from this con- 
dition. In addition, each individual 
block formed by these fault move- 
ments is internally broken, in such 
manner that most of the material 
separates readily into small pieeea 
and there are no extensive bodies of 
solid rock. 


MASHED BOOKS 


"The original structural make-up 


of the rock formation, with its many 
different types of varying individ- 
ual resistance to crushing, has fa- 
vored the development of internal 
differential movement, and this has 
resulted in the mashed and jammed 
appearance that characterizes the 
rocks of the site. The rock was not 
originally weak, but was unevenly 
resistant and the forces producing 
movement 
have 
been 
powerful 


enough to overcome the resistance of 
the whole mass. 
'' It is generally conceded that the 


San Gabriel Mountain 
mass 
has 


been thrust up, and that in addi- 
tion to very large movements' on 
the faults along the boundaries of 
the mountain block, there are a 
few zones of major movement cut- 
ting through, it. One of these zones 
takes an east-west course and has 
determined 
the 
alignment of. the 


east and west 
branches 
of 
San 


Gabriel Biver. Another such zone 
apparently runs nearly north and 
south and has been followed by the 
river in its course below the forks. 
The forks is thus in the junction 
area of the two fault zones. The 
unusually numerous fractures 
at 


this locality seem to be consistent 
•with this larger structural relation. 


SOME OP IT EOTTED 


•' The surface materials are weath- 


ered into soil. By the same process 
some of the unbrokened material be- 
neath is altered or rotted to such 
condition that it can be broken eas- 
ly with the fingers. Alone the more 
'ractured zones 
decay extends as 


deep as explorations have gone. This 
altered condition, together with the 
excessively broken character of the 
ground and the smoothed and lubri- 
cated movement 
planes, are con- 


trolling factors with respect to any 
very large engineering structure. 


"Observation shows that the crush 


zones and movements planes 
and 


slips occur in all portions of the 
site, as well as beyond the site prop- 
er in every direction. Drilling data 
prove that the same kinds of weak- 
lesses, especially the slips and faults 
and broken rock and gouge, extend 
also beneath the site to as deep as 
explorations have gone, 


FLOOR BROKEN 


"Even the-floor of the canyon is 


not free from this condition. 
A 


mdly broken zone lies beneath the 
east third of the canyon bottom, 
where the bedrock channel is deep- 
est. At this level the east portion 
of the rock floor of the canyon ap- 
pears to be less substantial than 
the west, whereas higher 
in 
the 


canyon sides, the west wall is more 
broken than the east. 


"Because of the existence of the 


same condition beyond the site, to- 
gether with the less favorable topog- 
raphy both up and downstream, it is 
not possible to find materially bet- 
ter conditions at any other location 
ih the immediate vicinity of 
the 


forks. 
'' The character of the rock in the 


west wall of the canyon, where the 
proposed dam would rest upon and 
against it, is displayed in tne abut 
ment excavation. It is there shown 
to be broken through by an in- 
tricate system of fault planes with 
dips ranging from essentially ver- 
tical through intermediate 
angles 


to flat-lying and with strikes to 
nearly all points of the compass 
Some of the fault lines may be 
traced across the excavation in a 
noxthHnratfi... ,;dij*ection. and 
they 
thus parallel the canyon, -while oth 
ers appear to be correspondingly ex 
tensive in traverse directions. 
'' The test shafts, tunnels and bor 


ings so far made give little hope 
that the conditions described above 
will materially improve with, eon 
tinued excavation. 
These explora 


tions 
indicate that no suitabl 


foundation rock for a high masonry 
dam is available under portions o: 
the west abutment to distances o: 
at least 190 feet horizontally auc 
150 feet vertically beyond the pres 
ent excavation lines. 


"At the present time the face <K 


the east abutment 
excavation has 


the appearance of being less broken 
and more substantial than the wesi 
side. In excavating into this wal 
the rock has separated, leaving a 
face determined by a set of well 
defined smoothed surfaces, 
nearly 


parallel to the natural slope at this 
side. 


"This coincidence of position of a 


plane of separation with, the averag1 
slope of the canyon side is to an 
extent deceptive, for it gives less fa 
vorable opportunity to see the ae 
tual physical condition of the a-put 
ment rock than at the west side. In 
the top portions of the excavation 
however, the same intricate corn 
bination of faulting and crushin] 
appears as in the west side. There 
is reason, therefore, to anticipate 
that greater 
depth of excavation 


may show a similar degree of in 
stability at other levels in this abut 
ment. 


"The bedrock in the floor of the 


canyon, as shown by the drill core 
and by the shafts now being pu 
down, is of the same types of rock 
as the canyon walls. In portions o 
many of the drill holes only a smaJ 
percentage of core, or even no cor 
was recovered on account of th. 
poor condition of the rock and botl 
fault breccia and clfy gouge ar 
found in some of the cores. 


"The inference to be drawn from 


all available data is that the foun 
dation rock in the canyon bottom 
is mol broken and is traversed b; 
fault lines to an extent comparabl 
to what is seen in the canyon sid 
walls and abutment excavations. 
'' The fundamental 
requiremen 


for a high concrete gravity dam i 
that it be built on firm, sound rock 
of uniform 
compressibility. 
Thi 


condition does not exist at the San 
Gabriel site. 


MENACE INBlOATjEI> 


"It is the unanimous opinion o 


this board that the foundation con 
ditions are such that the dam pro 
posed in application No. D-J75 can 
not be constructed without creatini 
a menace to life and property.

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WILL REMODEL 


LINCOLN TOMB 


State of Illinois to Spend 


$175,000 on Project 


at Springfield. 


Springfield, 
HI.—Grandeur 
and 


decorum will be brought to the 
tomb of Abraham Lincoln, whose 
body lies sealed in a huge boulder 
buried ten feet underground be- 
neath a tall monument atop a hiil 
In beautiful Oak Ridge cemetery 
here,\ according to plans which call 
for expenditure of $175,000 in re- 
modeling the tomb. 


Both exterior and interior are to 


be* thoroughly remodeled and Incon- 
veniences which have annoyed and 
drawn criticisms from hundreds of 
thousands of visitors to the monu- 
ment since its dedication of Lincoln 
relics are to be eliminated. The re- 
modeling will be completed in No- 
vember. 


The present rotunda, where Her- 


bert Fay, custodian, has a collec- 
tion of Lincoln relics, is to be made 
into a reception room and a cor- 
ridor built so that the visitors may 
view the Lincoln sarcophagus from 
the inside without the necessity of 
leaving the building and walking 
around to the small door on the 
north side. 


Wall to Be Moved. 


The present south wall of the 


room bearing the 
coffin will be 


moved back ten feet, and In this 
inner new hall will be the crypts 
for the Lincoln family. 
The cor- 


ridor will run past the crypt wall 
and marking the sarcophagus room 
from the hall will be a plush cord. 
Katural light will flow Into the 
room through a grilled window at 
the north, this window to be In- 
stalled where the present doorway 
is. 


The tower of the monument will 


be closed so that seepage of rain 
through any of the ports will be 
eliminated. 
Curio seekers in the 


past have often taken glass from 
the peer holes, so that the interior 
has often been watersoaked. 


The new reception room will be 


constructed of marble panels set be- 
tween fluted pilasters of marble, 
above each of which will be a 
bronze wreath. 
Indirect lighting 


will be supplied from coves of the 
decorated cornice. 
Gold leaf will 


decorate the ceiling and bronze tab- 
lets inscribed with quotations from 
speeches of Lincoln wi-1 be placed 
in the panels. The floor will be set 
in

Roman travertine marble, the small 
connecting squares being of red Ar- 


, kansas fossil. 
The border will be

The sarcophagus will be made of 


red Arkansas fossil and bear the in- 
scription, "Abraham Lincoln, 1809- 
1865." 
The block supporting the 


sarcophagus will be carved in a de- 
sign showing gracefully draped fes- 
toons hanging above a floral deco- 
ration. 
Flag stands will be placed 


around the sarcophagus. 
A stalk 


of corn will be the inspiration for 
the grillwork design. 


Though the monument was dedi- 


cated in 1874 It wasn't until 189!i 
that the state took over its care. 
Up to that time public subscription 
and contributions by legislatures 
of other states had paid for and 
maintained the monument. 


Casket Is Moved. 


In July, 1895, the association In 


charge of the monument encoun- 
tered difficulties and the state took 
It over and appropriated §100,000 to 
rebuild it. 
When the rebuilding 


was completed Lincoln's body was 
taken from a temporary vault and 
restored to the tomb. 


The present plans to remodel 


the tomb has served to recall inci- 
dents concerning Lincoln's casket, 
which have gripped the interest of 
the country at various times. 


One of these concerned an at- 


tempt In 187G by ghouls to steal 
Lincoln's body. 
The attempt was 


unsuccessful, 
it was followed by 


nine Union soldiers forming what 
was known as a Lincoln guard of 
honor and one night at midnight 
the guard secretly removed the 
body from the sarcophagus and hid 
it in an underground cellar in an- 
other part of the monument. 
It 


remained there for ten years when 
it was taken from the cellar and 
placed in the catacomb where a 
stronger tomb had been prepared. 


In 1901 Robert Lincoln, son of 


the martyred President, financed 
another rebuilding of tire monu- 
ment, and this time it was ar- 
ranged to make it impossible to 
move Lincoln's body again. 
The 


casket was placed in a steel cage, 
walled in with cement and buried 
ten feet underground, beneath the 
monument.

Outlook Good, 


Says Exchange 


"I see no reason why the Ameri- 


:an public cannot purchase our 1929-

prices," said E. G. Dezell, general 
manager of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, on his return 
rom his annual eastern trip. Mr. De- 
sell stated that he judged the gen- 
eral condition of prosperity thruout 
he country to be about unchanged 
:o a year ago, with employment fig- 
ures and amount of payrolls show- 
ing some gain. 


It is Mr. Dezell 's judgment that 


while the stock market situation 
will be felt in many lines, .it will

In his discussion of orchard heat- 


ng at each of a scries of meetings 
held m seven different locations in 
Los Angeles county, Floyd D. Young, 
meteorologist in charge of the fruit 
frost service, stated that in protect- 
ng orchards from frost the maxi- 
num number of degrees that the 
temperature can ordinarily be raised 
n an orchard during a cold period 
s six or seven degrees. Mr. Young 
advises the use of a horizontal ther- 
mometer, which is especially devised 
for orchard heating. If a fruit ther- 
mometer is to be used, it should be 
only in conjunction with the air 
thenWeter. Cover crops, he states, 
affect the temperature in an orchard

. modity prices lowered in order to bring about prosperity would 
have been greeted with loud guffaws and expressions of con- 
tempt by the great captains of industry if it wasn't for the fact 
.that Ford has done that very thing in his own business, and by 
so doing has come to be the richest man in the United States. 
That's why he was sent for by President Hoover in this recent 
business crisis, and that's why, of all the interviews put out by 
great men who had conferred with the president, the statement 
of Henry Ford stood out, as Bob Ingersoll might say, "like a 
diamond in a dunghill.'' • 


Ford has been laughed at for his idealism. As education 


goes, he is an ignorant man, or was ignorant, until he educated 
himself, like Thomas Edison, in the hard battle of life. When 
Ford sent his "peace ship" to Europe during the world war. 
the sad world got a laugh out of this childish trick of an idealist! 
But all the world had to do to lift this peace mission into the 
seventh heaven of marvelous achievement was to have stopped 
and listened and obeyed, and millions of lives would have been 
saved to aid the world instead of being used to destroy it. 


All idealists are misunderstood. Emerson says that "to be 


great is to be misunderstood," Socrates was misunderstood and 
Pythagoras and Savonarola and Gallileo and Christ were mis- 
understood. Henry Ford's gentle nature would cringe if he 
were to know that he had been mentioned in this great company 
of thinkers and-martyrs, but this maker of automobiles and 


mely aphorisms is of the type of these men of the ages. 
Ford, says that the .wage-earner must have more money in

ftid-this money an^viminediately robbedof it by ficti- 


tious values in commodity prices. ; He says that we ha.ve not 
reached over-production, but that inabilityto buy has stopped 
the permeation of the needed commodity into the home. 


We all know this to be true. Yet there will be plenty in 


high places to scoff, and to dismiss this statement with contempt, 
and'go on creating false values, cutting costs in production by 
cutting wages, "piling up wrath against the day of wrath," and 
"killing: the goose that lays the golden egg." Like Henry Ford's 
peace e mission of hilarious fame, the high wage, low commodity 
cost idea needs only to be put into practice to be a success. 


The world has always been ruled by the principle of "caveat 


enaptor"—"let the buyer beware." This is government by sus- 
picion. The great souls who have taught government by love, 
and who have won places of undisturbed security in all history, 
demonstrate that nothing is eventually gained by shifting the 
responsibility to the other .fellow. The Golden Rule lays down 
this principle, and that same Golden Rule is all that is really 
necessary as a law to guide all people to happiness, prosperity 
and peace. 


Henry Ford's latest advice to the American people and the 


president is merely another translation of the Golden Rule. It 
is workable; it is sound; it is good business; it will lift the heav- 
iest burdens from the Aveariest of worlds. 


The heaviest real estate traiisfer

partial or total loss. If their investment was not a heavy one, 
the experience may be worth all it has cost. Many young people 
who had never seen a bear market before, have now been shown 
what those growling and bitting bruins of Wall street can do. 
Hereafter they may keep safely away from their teeth. 


Many people who bot stocks at the high prices will have to 


wait a time before they can get their money back. If they bot 
into good companies, they will not suffer heavily. But very 
many of them will wish they had put the money into real estate 
or into the old home town bank, where they can get it any day 
they want it, and dollar for dollar. .
